i Silage and Cattle More Profitable, j last 


In a recent experiment conducted 
by Prof. H. C. Allison st the Missouri 
experiment station the silo scored an­ 
other point. 
This experiment ought 
to be of particular interest to Pettis 
county farmers, as a recent survey 
shows that we have more silos than 
any other county in the state. 
The 
following are the results of the ex­ 
periment, as reported in the current 
number of the Missouri Farmer, pub­ 
lished at Columbia: 


Heavy Silage Feeding Reduces Cost 


of Fattening Cattle. 
The University of Missouri recent-, 
ly marketed five 
lots 
of 
2-year-old 
steers, which had 
been 
fed experi-1 
mentally during the past winter at 
the station farm. 
The 
cattle were 
used in a trial to determine the value 
of a heavy ration of silage in con­ 
nection with a high protein concen­ 
trate, without additional 
grain, 
for 
fattening 2-year-old steers. 


Kind of Cattle. 
The cattle used were choice grade 
Herefords, purchased on the Kansas

wras given to avoid shrinkage.

were handled alike in shipping. 


Cost of Fattening Cattle. 
From this test it appears that the 
cost of fattening cattle at the prices 
given can be reduced by the exten­ 
sive use of silage 
fed 
in connection 
with a high protein concentrate and 
alfalfa hay. 
The 
total cost of feed 
per steer fed to lot 3 was $26.07 and 
to loot 4, $27.44, while 
in lot I it 
was $40.85, lot 2 $38.63 
and 
lot 5 
$38.88. In rations where corn is fed 
only in tile form of silage the hogs 
are practically eliminated as a fac­ 
t o r in cattle feeding. While it is pos­ 
sible that the best finish can not be 
obtained on fat cattle 
withoout the 
addition of corn 
during 
tho latter 
part of the feeding period, to such 
rations as were fed to lots 3 and 4 
it is possible to make a choice grade 
of beef without the addition of corn.

The cattle were gradually accustom- 
ed to the grain ration in the three 
lots receiving shelled corn. After the 
first thirty days 
they 
were fed all 
♦ hey w'ould clean up within a rea­ 
sonable length of time. Lots 3 and 4 
w^ere started on two pounds per head 
daily 
of 
the 
high protein 
con­ 
centrates 
and 
was gradually 
in­ 
creased to seven 
pounds *near the 
close of the 
fattening 
period. 
In 
those lots 
the 
meal was scattered 
over the silage at the time of feed­ 
ing in such a m anner as to insure 
its even distribution among the cat­ 
tle. 


Hogs Used. 
Pigs were allowed to folIowr the 
cattle in order to save such feed as 
was wasted by the steers. In lots I, 
2 and 5 four pigs to the lot were 
used, while lots 3 and 4 had but offs 
pig each. In figuring the financial re­ 
sults, gain on the hogs was credited 
to the steers 
at 
$8 
per 
hundred 
pounds. The pig in lot 3 lost a small 
amount in weight and this was charg­ 
ed to the cattle at the same rate. 


Financial Results. 
In obtaining the financial results 
♦he following prices w^ere used in de­ 
termining feed costs: Corn, 70 cents 
per bushel; corn 
silage, 
$4.50 per 
ton; cotton seed meal, $37 per ton; 
old process linseed oil meal, -'37 per 
ton; alfalfa hay, $14 per 
ton. 
The 
corn silage was made from corn that 
would yield approximately 60 bush­ 
els of corn per acre. The growth of 
stalk, however, w'as 
heavy, 
and it 
wras not thought to contain an undue 
proportion of corn. 


Conclusions. 
From the data it may be seen that 
a larger daily gain in live weight is 
made where corn is fed in addition 
to a high protein concentrate with si­ 
lage and hay 
. A fairly satisfactory 
finish 
w'rs obtained, however, with­ 
out the corn. The market price re­ 
ceived for additional 
gain, particu­ 
larly in the case of lot I, did not jus­ 
tify the superior finish. 
It seems from 
the 
per 
cent of 
dressed beef obtained that the price 
of $9.60 per hundred for lot I wras 
too low, and $9.75 per hundred for 
lot 5 was too 
high 
in comparison 
with the other lots. An inspection of 
the beef 
in 
the 
coolers disclosed 
practically no difference in the value 
of the beef obtained from the differ­ 
ent lots, although that from lots I 
and 2 showed a slightly supeiior fin­ 
ish, 
It will be observed that the shrink­ 
age in shipping was no greater in the 
two lots which ate a large quantity 
of silage than in the other three lots. 
All lots had access to timothy hay for 
thirty hours before loading and the 
silage was reduced to one-half the 


hogs, the differences would be in fa­ 
vor of the bean meal. 


CLEANLINESS OF THE CHURN 


Rinsing Out With Warm Water Will 
Remove Any Particles of Butter­ 
milk Remaining in Wood. 


After the butter is taken from the 
churn, tho latter should be rinsed out 
with warm wrater, and the rinsing fol­ 
lowed by a thorough washing with 
very hot water. The rinsing out with 
warm water will remove any butter 
milk which may remain in the pores of 
the wood. The hot water will remove 
any fat which may be left in the 
churn. 
It is never wrell to use soap powders 
on the interior of the churn, but the 
occasional use of a small amount of 
dairy washing powder or lime water is 
beneficial. 
To keep the churn sweet 
and free from odors and taints a small 
handful of lime placed in some w’ater 
in the churn or in the last rinsing of 
the churn is very effective. It is very 
essential in good butter making to set 
that all apparatus used is absolutely 
clean and free from undesirable odors 
and taints, as these are quickly ab­ 
sorbed by the butter. 


PROPER LOCATION FOR SILO 


Huge Receptacles Should Be Placed as 
Near Animals to Be Fed as Pos­ 
sible to Save Labor. 


Silos should be located close to the 
animals to be fed from them, accord­ 
ing to the Oregon agricultural college 
plans. 
They should not bo inside the barn 
since they take up a good deal ol 
room and may give off offensive odors 
that will taint the milk. 
They would also be inconvenient to 
fill, aud silos should be where they 
may most readily be refilled. 
It requires about a quarter of a ton 
of ensilage daily to feed twelve cows 
each forty pounds a day, so that the 
silage should not have to be moved 
any farther than is necessary.

Efforts

“smoke out” the jurist failed yester­ 
day, when, through his secretary, he 
let it be known that he had “nothing 
to say.” 
Pressed for comment upon 
the report that he would soon make a 
statement, 
the 
secretary 
repeated, 
there was “nothing to say.” 


Denies 
He Is 
Preparing 
Statement. 
Asked if his evasive answer was to 
be interpreted as a denial or an ad­ 
mission of the truth of the story that 
the 
justice 
was 
preparing an an­ 
nouncement, the secretary begged to 
be excused. Later, after he evidently 
had consulted with Justice Hughes, he 
said; 
“You can say positively

Appar­ 
ently he is determined to let matters

Will Not Repudiate Hitchcock.

The plans for the terminal were so 
arranged as to give a maximum speed 
and convenience of handling freight 
with a minimum of ground space nec­ 
essary for Hie buildings involved. The 
work is being done by the PennsyM 
vania lines, west, and will cost, forf 
land acquired, building material ani 
labor, approximately 
$16,000,000 an 
the finished work will be one of the 
greatest accomplishments of its kind 
in the history of modern railroads. 
The main aim of the builders was a 
terminal that would be so arranged 
as to eliminate street congestion in 
handling 
traffic 
and

speedy and easy the handling of th4 
enormous and steadily growing freighft 
business of Chicago. This result wil 
be accomplished by close grouping of 
the several parts of the terminal struc
